The road 
is not an easy.one; there are long 
hills and difficult spots, but it 
offers no danger or problem too 
‘ great to be surmounted by the 
courage and energy of the Cana- 
dian people. We have before us 
problems that will tax the ingenu- 
ity and strength of our leaders in 
statescraft, finance and industry 
and make great demands ‘upon the 
patience and understanding of our 
people, but if these problems are 
met with courage and dealt with 
in accordance with the laws of 
sound economics which are as re- 
lentlessly unchangeable as_ the 
laws of nature, this country will 
emerge frum the purging in far 
better shape to progress than it 
has ever been before, and indivi- 
dual prosperity for all. classes of 
our people will be more firmly 
established. I believe that the 
* elusive corner we were hoping to 
_ turn through many weary months, 
slipped past us all unnoticed some 
time ago, and that we have defin-

It is therefore imperative upon the 
managements of those railways 
depending upon earnings to meet 
operating costs, interest and other 
charges that all possible measures 
of economy in operation shall con- 
tinue in force. But when this is 
accomplished the problem -for 
Canada is far, from solved. 

Must Reduce Taxes, 
“All that fs true of the railways 
is true in some respect of most 
other public facilities, and‘ such 
progress as has been made. over 
the past year along the line of 
effecting -economies-in-adminis- 
tration of publi¢d affairs has been 
helpful, but has served mostly to 
point the way to larger and more 
fundamental re~ arrangements 
looking towards an easing of the 
great load of national debt, and a° 
reduction of taxation the extent 
of which has come to assume 
ominous proportions. There is 
no need for further stressing the- 
inescapable necessity for such ac- 
tion. I do not believe that any 
thinking Canadian viewing nation- 
al affairs without prejudice 
deny that. the drain upon public 
and individual wealth consequent 
upon the general railway situa- 
tion continues to over-shadow all 
other problems, and it is by far 
the most important difficulty that 
has to be surmounted before the 
way to prosperity lies open before 
us, 

“ The Remedy. ‘ 

In order to clarify the situation 
early in the.year, I outlined in two 
public addresses: what 1 believed 
to be the only possible solution 
for that problem. In effect, I 
proposed that the people of Can- 
ada as owners of the Canadian Na- 
tional Railway should enter into 
a partnership ‘arrangement with 
the shareholders of the Canadian 
Pacific, and that the resulting or- 
ganization should’ be operated by 
the privately owned concern, thus 
relieving railroad management in 
this country from the too-well 
proven evils of political influences 
and at the same time removing»... 
from the path of our. greatly har- 
rassed political leaders the em- 
barrassments that must ever ac- . 
company responsibility “for rail- 
way operation. My proposals at 
that time met with’ a volume of 
approval and support such as, 
frankly, I had not anticipated, and

. of incurring the bills and most contemptuous of those who urged caut’on, 


are the first to complain of the shortsightedness of pojit:cians and Govern- | 
ments upon whom they proceed to lay responsibility for all their troubtes. | 
On the otaer hand, during the prosperous periods most people take full 
credit to themselves for their own advancement, eir increased prosper. ‘ty, 
and the general improvement of their businéss~ nd their community, and | 
are inclined to give little or no credit to anybody else. 

After all, these are common traits in cur human make-up. It is well, 
however, to occasionally take a.good, square look at ourselves, to weigh 
curselves. in tae scales, to be absolutely honest in an impartial s.zing+up | 
of ourselves, to consider our own past views and actions and@tiiéir effect 
wpon present day conditions. Furthermore, in this present period of dis- 
couragement, it is well to overcome our natural tendency to see €verything 
through blue spectacles, and to take a look at the silver lining to the clouds. 

Notwithstanding all our economic problems, Canada is free from some 
of the worse of those which afflict the people of other nations. For example, 
what community in the whole length and. breadth of Canada hag been 
shocked and outraged by a lynching in its midst, such as is more or less 
@ commonplace occurrence in tae United States? How many kidnapp:‘ngs 
have occurred in Canada even.during these times which unquestionably are 
an incentive to law-breaking and violence, although kidnappings are daily 
happenings across the line? And why is it such a marked difference for 
the better. prevails on this side of an imaginary hne? 

The answer is to be faund in Canada’s far superior judicial system, 
resulting as it has in absolute confidence that even-handed justice w:ll be 
administered, thus rendering the invoking of lynch-law unnecessary on the 
one hand, and proving a deterrent to kidnappers, murderers, and. gangster 
activities. The tradition of respect for law and order in Canada is a griéat 
national asset, bringing comfort and security to all our people, and. provid- 
ing a sure guarantee against mob law and gangster rule in this Dominion. 
It is a strong foundation upon which Canada rests ‘ang will build through- 
out the future. , 

More of the silver lining is seen in the absence of strikes aad riots and 
picketings in this Dominion as compared with many other lands. There has 
been an occasional small strike in Canada, one or two small clashes w:th 
the officers of the law, an isolated case or two of picketings, but there have 
been no killings, and, generally speaking, peace and order have prevailed 
throughout the period of the depression, Canada’s legislation dealing with 
industrial disputes has been effective even under the strain and stress of 
the present economic upheaval because that legislation is fair to all, humane: 
in its principles and effective in its operation and administration in provid- 
ing justice for all. In this respect, Canada presents a picture that is most 
gratifying when placed in contrast to most countries. 

In Canada, too, our political system and institutions have stood the test. 
Revolutions have taken place in other lands, in which lives have been lost, 
property destroyed, liberties taken away, dictatorships established. In Can- 
ada, our people have been moving forward through the orderly processes 
of democratic, representative government. There has been no revolution, nor 
will there be. Confidence has been maintained in our existing form of gov- 
ernment, and it is proving flexible enough to the people’s willsto enable 
them to achieve such reforms.as they desire.

Too Hard On Roadbed 


Trains Are Not Put Into 
Regular Service 
A train which travels so quickly 
that its high speed is still in ad- 
vance of practical use is an anomaly, 
but Germany possesses it today in 
tne electrical “Flying Hamburger,” 
and it is of interest to note that 
thirty, years ago speeds unequalled 
in the world were achieved by elec- 
trical trains built by English elec- 
tric companies. On September 15, 
. 1903, a speed of 124.88 miles an hour 
was reached, and this was increased 
on October 27 to 130.66 miles. .Tech- 
nical difficulties, especially connected 
with the roadbed, were responsible 
’ for the fact that these trains were 
not put into regular service. There 
was also no popular demand at that 
time for such rapid travel. The 
record of 142.9 miles made by the 
“Zeppelin on rails’ two years ago, 
still stands unchallenged as_ the 
world's record for travel on rails, but 
the speed is too high for practical 
use. f
